greater demand as the country has 
grown and we might expect corn to 
have followed suit, but the average 
crop of the past five years is almost 
identical with that of 189«. 
This failure of corn to keep pace 
with the swelling of population is a 
significant fact and little understood. 
We can explain it only by tracing 
down the uses of corn and when we 
have done that we are nearer to find­ 
ing out the possibilities for raising 
more corn and growing it at a profit. 
The great bulk of corn is never 
shipped directly to the market. 
It is 
fed on the farm. 
For example, the 
Government experts figure that the 
total crop for 1929 was 2,622.000,000 
bushels and th a t about 2.200.000,000 
was used on the farms where it was 
grown. 
The remainder is shipped to 
the big grain markets where it is 
sold as ‘‘cash corn.” so called be­ 
cause it is the corn that brings in a 
direct return in cash and is the only 
corn upon which a price is put. 
It 
determines, so to speak, the value of 
corn. 
Tracing the movement of corn a 
little further, we find that one-third 
of all that comes to market is ground

The quantity 
of veal and pork consumed has in­ 
creased slightly, but beef eating has 
declined 
heavily—16.4

per 
person to be exact. 
W hen we con­ 
sider exports of meat for foreign con­ 
sumption the change is even more 
marked. 
In 1900 we exported 438,- 
000,000 pounds of beef; in 1929 the 
quantity had dropped to 27,000,000, 
and in that same stretch of thirty 
years pork exports fell from 847.000,-

is a very vital explanation for the 
lack of increase in corn production. 
From every angle the meat situation 
has changed.

After the product has been prop­ 
erly prepared for canning and after 
the pre-cooldng and packing, there 
la still the last step of canning to 
consider and that is the sterilization. 
This is a very important step in 
canning. It is very necessary that 
all foods he processed or sterilized 
the required length of time to insure 
complete sterilization. An accurate 
timetable must be followed: other­ 
wise, under-cooking may cause spoil­ 
age. 
* 
If using the hot water hath method 
of canning, foods must bo sterilized 
three times as long as if the pressure 
cooker is used. 
Using a pressure cuokor cuts down 
the processing time to a fraction of 
what it otherwise would be. This is 
a saving not only in the housewif 
time and energy, but also in the cost 
of fuel used, which can amount to 
an appreciable sav.ag in the course 
of a canning season. As an ex ample, 
corn requires 3M» l^nrs f° r steriliza­ 
tion in boiling water and only 1% 
hours in a pressure cooker at 15 lbs. 
pressure. This is a clear saving of 
two hours of time and fuel. 
In canning, safety comes first and 
foremost before every other consid­ 
eration. There must be no possibil­ 
ity of bacteria or contamination in 
food. The high temperature devel­ 
oped under steam pressure kills nil 
organisms, both active and in spore 
form, in a short time. This ex treme 
temperature will not injure the qual­ 
ity of the food, if the correct time is 
used. 
The pressure cooker is the only 
canner that is recommended l>v t1

Others look uponunem - 
ployment as purely an economic prob­ 
lem, holding that the only fundamen- 
tal preventive is in business stability. 
It may well be asked whether either 
of these cures—namely, the creationo 
unemployment Insurance funds on the 
one hand or the m aintenance of ever­ 
lasting business stability on the . oth 
—do not present in themselves bigger 
problems than the problems they seek 
to cure. 
However I am inclined to 
the belief th at the more practical ap­ 
proach to the solution of such prob­ 
lems and the prevention of such situa­ 
tions as general unemployment pi e- 
sents is along the latter lines of eco­ 
nomic foresight rather 
than 
along 
lines of social legislation. 


National Foresight 
E con om ic foresight is conceivable not 
only for the individual but for busi­ 
ness as a whole. 
Millions of indi­ 
viduals and virtually all lines of in­ 
dustry failed to practice it during tlie 
last stages of the recent prosperity. 
The public welfare of the United | 
States demands that industry as a 
whole vigorously and sincerely devote 
Itself to the development of plans of 
economic foresight, aimed to pi ev ent 
repetitions of the present unemploy­ 
ment situation. The general outlines 
for such plans are clearly definable. 
They demand th at industry adopt a 
long range viewpoint and lay out its 
production and distribution plans with 
the thought that it is far better to 
have a long period of good sound busi­ 
ness activity than a short period of 
frantically over-competitive endeavor. 
This would tend to lessen over-pro­ 
duction in various lines, to prt vt n 
over-expansion of plant capacity, to 
avoid over-stimulation of public buy­ 
ing and above all to avoid periods of 
slum ps and stagnation following pe­ 
riods of over-stimulation w ith their 
disasters of unemployment. 
For business, too, there is a part 
in such a conception of economic fore- 
sight 
It should aim to cooperate with 
industry in its endeavor to avoid reck­ 
less over-production, over-stocking and 


o v e r selling the public. 
In this picture of national economic 
prudence, banking and finance, too, 
have their place. Their effort should 
be to influence the use of credit and 
other financial facilities into channels 
of sound public economy consistent 
w ith 
the 
attitude 
I 
have 
already 
sketched for industry and trade. All 
finance, whether current commercial 
banking 
or 
Industrial 
investment 
banking, should seek by their influ- 
•nee in granting or witholding credit 
to stim ulate and build up a balanced 
economic situation. 


The Individual Must Help 
Finally, the individual too has a place 
in any such plan of a sounder eco- 
nomic future for the United States. 
I t is th e duty of the individual to 
m ake every effort to take care of him ­ 
self and. provide for himself. Neither 
government nor industry can do that

You will find that the Ottawa 
river tlows into the St. Lawrence near 
Montreal. It comes, an almost straight 
road, from near the headwaters of 
Lake Huron. 
As early os 16:54, .he 
Ojibways were using the Ottawa riv­ 
er as a highway to Montreal to trade 
furs for knives, guns, cloth, beads, 
whisky and other things they wanted. 
Down the Ottawa they came. In 
happv parties, their canoes laden with 
the year’s catch. Back up the Ottawa 
they would go, triumphantly return­ 
ing with the g<*>ds they had bought 
with their furs. But there were, even i 
then, a type of man who would cor­ 
responded with our pay roll bandits- 
of today. 
Parties of Iroquois would now and ; 
then lie in wait and murder and loot 
the Ojibways. They were robbers, out 
for spoil. And every time a trading 
party of Ojibways was waylaid and 
murdered, the Ojibways would grow 
angrier. 
Protests were in vain. 
Threats of 
war now and then caused the holdups 
to stop temporarily. Finally the Ojib- 
wavs declared war. 
They 
enlisted 
neighboring tribes, Algonquin broth- 
ers; the pottawatom les, the Ulini. 
They 
struck 
terribly 
and 
swift. 
Whole villages of Iroquois were wiped 
out. The Iroquois were driven out of 
that entire triangle of laud between 
Lake Huron and Lakes Erie and On­ 
tario. 
The Ojibways slew their ene­ 
mies to the last man, woman and child 
where they found them. 
For a hundred 
years 
after 
that 
there was a place in Canada, not far 
from the borders of Georgian bay, 
which the Ojibways 
knew 
as 
the 
Place of Iroquois Bones. 
A whole 
Iroquois city was surrounded there 
The annihilation was complete. 
For 
a century, the bones 
bleached 
un­ 
buried. 
The Ojibways believed that 
the spirits of the Iroqudis came back 
to their bones at niglit to m(jurn. “ 
they ventured near, they said, they 
could hear dismal wailing. 
So they 
stayed away and the bones reposed 
In solitude.

Can the American farmer con­ 
tinue to prose com at a profit 
and above all what arc the 
chances of g ro w r* as a irholc 
being able to increase the size 
of the country's annual cropf 
A well-known manufacturer of 
products of com offers the fol­ 
lowing interesting comment: 
F 
it possible for the American 
farmer to expand his corn 
with profit? Can he increase r. 
age and be assured of a market for 
the added output? 
For the last 35 
years there has been no appreciable 
Increase in the amount of com grown 
although the population of the coun­ 
try has practically doubled. 
Most 
other 
commodities 
have 
been 
in 
greater demand as the country has 
grown and we might expect corn to 
hare followed suit, but the average 
crop of the past five years is almost 
Identical with that of 1896. 
This failure of corn to keep pace 
with the swelling of population is a 
significant fact and little understood. 
We can explain it only by tracing 
down the uses of corn and when we 
have done that we are nearer to find­ 
ing out the possibilities for raising 
more corn and growing it at a profit. 
The great bulk of com is never 
shipped directly to the market. It is 
fed on the farm. For example, the 
Government experts figure that the 
total crop for 1929 was 2,622.000,000 
bushels and that about 2.200.000.000 
was used on the farms where it was 
grown. The remainder is shipped to 
the big grain markets where it is 
sold as “cash corn." so called be­ 
cause it is the com that brings in a 
direct return in cash and is the only 
corn upon which a price is put. 
It 
determines, so to speak, the value of 
corn. 
Tracing the movement of corn a 
little further, we find that one-third 
of all that comes to market is ground 
by refiners for 
making starch 
s y r u p 
a n d 
s n g a r . One- 
third of all the 
cash corn is a 
l a r g e 
pro­ 
portion and a 
big factor in 
s t a b i 1 l i l n g 
p r i c e s . But 
c o r n refining 
didn't alw ays 
play so impor­ 
ta n t a role. 
Twe n t y - f i v e 
years ago 36,- 
000,000 bushels 
w e r e q u i t e 
enough to meet 
all needs of the 
refiners; today 
it takes more 
than twice that 
amount. This shows that the manu­ 
facture of product* from corn hus 
more than kept pace with the growth 
in population, so that explanation of 
the stationary com crop must be 
found somew.here else. 
Cora used on the farm we said was 
fed to livestock. Now the larger part 
of this livestock ultimately finds its 
way to the butcher shop; therefore, 
figures of meat consumption should 
offer some explanation for the situa­ 
tion in corn. In the past thirty years 
the amount of meat eaten per person 
per year has fallen from 142.8 lbs. to 
136.8 lbs. or 6 pounds. The quantity 
of veal and pork consumed has in­ 
creased slightly, but beef eating has 
declined 
heavily—16.4 
pounds 
per 
person to be exact. When we con­ 
sider exports of meat for foreign con- 
Humption the change is even more 
marked. 
In 1900 we exported 438.- 
000,000 pounds of beef; in 1929 the 
quantity had dropped to 27.000,000. 
and in that same stretch of thirty 
years pork exports fell from 847,000,- 
000 to 379,000,000 pounds. Here then 
is a very vital explanation for the 
lack of increase in corn production. 
From every angle the meat situation 
has changed. This is also reflected 
in Government figures which show 
30,874,000 head of beef cattle in the 
country In 1910, but only 25,792.000 in 
1930, and swine numbered 58,186,000 
in 1910 as against 52,600,000 in 1930. 
With the decrease in livestock comes 
a decrease in corn consumption 
Included among livestock on the 
farm are horses and mules. 
Let us 


see what has happened to them. 
Thirty years ago there were 18,000,* 
000 horses on the farm; today there 
are only 13.000.000. That 5.000,000 
decline in number has been only par­ 
tially offset by a 2.000,000 increase in 
number of mules.

cally stationary. The farm population, 
taken by itself, shows an actual de­ 
cline. In the past ten years it has 
fallen from 31.600.000 to about 27,200.- 
000. This shift of population from 
the farm to the city has been accom­ 
panied by changes in habits of eat­ 
ing; not only does the city-dweller 
eat less of certain staple foods, his 
whole diet has been altered. 
Here 
again the machine exerts enormous 
influence. 
It is the machine which has made 
possible the massing of people in 
small areas and it is responsible for 
the huge growth of cities. 
The ma­ 
chine provides a livelihood for a vast 
army of people and supports another 
army to direct its affairs and sell its 
products.

Robert Fultoo 
did not build the first steamboat. ' 
Neither did lie build the second nor 
the third. 
And his famous Clermont j 
which hns come down In popular his­ 
tory os the first steamboat, was not 
Fulton’s first. 
When we get to digging Into dusty 
records we discover that one Wil­ 
liam Henry, or Lancaster, Pa., had a 
bont which was operated with a stenm 
engine and paddles In 1700. 
It was 
i» cumbersome affair and early In Its 
enreer wns accidentally sunk. 
That 
dampened the hopes of William Henry. 
John Fitch n little later built an­ 
other boat, 
an 
improvement 
over 
Henry’s effort. It was sixty feet long, 
eight feet wide and Its paddles were 
fitted in the stern. 
It mnde a speed 
of seven miles an hour and records 
show that George Washington. Thomas 
Jefferson and Benjamin Franklin were 
among those who marveled at Its me 
chnnlcal wonders. Fitch's boat, though 
it worked, wns n financial fnllure. He 
committed suicide In 1798 when his j 
backers deserted him. 
Next to try his hand at steamboat 
building was John Stevens of New 
Jersey. 
After experiments over a 
period of ten years he launched his 
first bout In 1798. 
Stevens was the 
first to use a screw propellor. 
Abou* 
(lie same time inventors in Englnnt 
were at work on the some Idea. 
Robert Fulton was born In n small 
town In Pennsylvania In 1705, five 
years after Henry had tried out bis 
heat. 
Fulton’s parents were poor and 
while 
lie 
early 
showed 
inventive 
genius, he mnde Ids first money paint­ 
ing pictures and drawing plans for 
houses. Among Fulton’s Intimates was 
Franklin nnd. on a visit to England 
he became n friend of Watt, who was 
i lie Inventor of the steam engine. Ful 
'on started his experiments In steam* 
Font development in 1802 and his first 
effort wns launched in France. 
This 
lwait was sunk, raised and rebuilt. 
lie ordered n 21 horse-power en­ 
due from England In 
1803 to be 
hipped to New York. The result was 
lie Clermont which was floated In 
l "iMl. 
The Clermont, 150 feet long, 
i ,.•!<- 4t$uk^t trip up the Hudson from 
New Ynt&-4o Albany, starting on An 
-rii't 17. 1S07. 
The trip was made tn 
•bout iflirty hours. 
Fulton achieved the feat of making 
the first steamboat to be operated with 
profit, and witldn eight years ten boats 
which he designed were tn operation 
'is next step was to build a fleet of 
erry boats for operation across East 
iver and the Hudson. 
S te v en s was In the field almost as 
snuti as Fulton. 
His steamer, the 
Phoenix. was in operation on the Dela­ 
ware In 1807, a year after Fulton 
launched tlie Clermont, and by 1810 
steamboats were In regular operation 
on the Mississippi and Ohio rivers. 
The famous Suvunnati was the first 
steamer to cross the Atlantic. 
This 
was accomplished In 1819, but Fulton 
did not live to see It, having died In 
IMS. 
One of Fulton’s gifts was the 
ability to make money. Before he was 
iwenty-one years old, he had made 
enough profit from his paint brush 
and easel so that he presented his 
mother with a small farm. 
lie also developed as a gunsmith 
and computed new proportions foi 
firearms. Gifted In mechanics, he had 
ihe vision to make his achievement* 
practical. 
Fulton did not make the 
first steamboat, but he made the first 
profitable one nnd without profit noth­ 
ing enn succeed. That was the secret 
cf his fame.

This Is a very Important step in 
canning. It Is very necessary that 
all foods be processed or sterilized 
the required length of time to insure 
complete sterilization. An accurate 
timetable must be followed: other­ 
wise, under-cooking may cause spoil­ 
age. 
f 
If using the hot water bath method 
of canning, foods must bo sterilized 
three times as long as if tho pressure 
cooker is used. 
Uslug a pressure cooker cuts down 
the processing time to a fraction of 
what It otherwise would be. This Is 
a saving not only in the housewIf ' 
time nnd energy, but also in the cost 
of fool used, which enn amount to 
an appreciable R a.ag In the course 
of a canning season. As an example, 
corn requires 3% h^urs for steriliza­ 
tion in boiling water and only 1% 
hours in a pressure cooker at 15 lbs. 
pressure. This la a clear saving of 
two hours of time and fuel. 
In canning, safety comes first and 
foremost before every other consid­ 
eration. There must be no possibil­ 
ity of bacteria or contamination in 
food. The high temperature devel­ 
oped under steam pressure kills nil 
organisms, both nctive and in spore 
form, tn a short time. This extreme 
temperature will not injure the qual­ 
ity of the food, if the correct time is 
used. 
The pressure cooker is the only 
canner that is recommended by t ’

OME look upon unemployment as a 
social or political problem. 
For 
them the remedy is compulsory accu­ 
mulation

from the govern­ 
ment, the employ-: 
ers, the employ­ 
ees or all three. 
That 
will 
n o t 
meet the present 
emergency, since: 
t h e s e 
reserve! 
funds 
have 
not 
been built up and 
it 
would 
t a k e 
years to do so. At best this plan could 
only become effective at gome indefinite 
time in the future as against the re­ 
turn of another catastrophe of general 
unemployment. Others look upon unem­ 
ployment as purely an economic prob­ 
lem, holding that the only fundamen­ 
tal preventive is In business stability. 
It may well be asked whether either 
of these cures—namely, the creation of 
unemployment insurance funds on the 
one hand or the maintenance of ever­ 
lasting business stability on the other 
—do not present in themselves bigger 
problems than the problems they seek 
to cure. However I am inclined to 
the belief that the more practical ap­ 
proach to the solution of such prob­ 
lems and the prevention of such situa­ 
tions as general unemployment pre­ 
sents is along the latter lines of eco­ 
nomic foresight rather than along j 
lines of social legislation. 


National Foresight 
Economic foresight is conceivable n o t ; 
only for the individual but for busi­ 
ness as a whole. 
Millions of indi­ 
viduals and virtually all lines of in­ 
dustry failed to practice it during the 
last stages of the recent prosperity. 
The public welfare of the United 
States demands that industry as a 
whole vigorously and sincerely devote 
Itself to the development of plans of 
economic foresight, aimed to prevent 
repetitions of the present unemploy­ 
ment situation. The general outlines 
for such plans are clearly definable. 
They demand that industry adopt a 
long range viewpoint and lay out its 
production and distribution plans with 
the thought that it is far better to 
have a long period of good sound busi­ 
ness activity than a short period of 
frantically over-competitive endeavor. 
This w’ould tend to lessen over-pro- 
dnction in various lines, to prevent 
over-expansion of plant capacity, to 
avoid over-stimulation of public buy­ 
ing and above all to avoid periods of 
alumps and stagnation following pe­ 
riods of over-stimulation with their 
disasters of unemployment. 
For business, too, there is a part 
in such a conception of economic fore­ 
sight. It should aim to cooperate with 
industry in its endeavor to avoid reck­ 
less over-production, over-stocking and 
over-selling the public. 
In this picture of national economic 
prudence, banking and finance, too, 
have their place. Their effort should 
be to influence the use of credit and 
other financial facilities into channels 
of sound public economy consistent 
with the attitude I have already 
sketched for industry and trade. All 
finance, whether current commercial 
hanking 
or 
industrial 
investment 
banking, should seek by their influ-; 
•nee in granting or witholding credit 
to stimulate and build up a balanced 
economic situation. 


The Individual Must Help 
Finally, the individual too has a place 
In any such plan of a sounder eco­ 
nomic future for the United States. 
It is the duty of the individual to 
make every effort to take care of him­ 
self and provide for himself. Neither 
government nor industry can do that 
for him. They can give him the op­ 
portunity to succeed but they can’t 
succeed for him. He must out of his 
own initiative and effort earn and 
oreate his own means and defenses 
against the requirements and contin­ 
gencies of life. 
Individual determination to provide 
•gainst sickness, accident and death 
b j insurance before indulgences in 
extra comforts and luxuries are given 
place in the family budget, and indi­ 
vidual responsibility to guard against 
the contingency of unemployment by 
means of a sound program of thrift 
and savings are to my mind the true 
foundation of economic stability for 
the United States as a whole.

HllEE 
hundred years 
ago 
the I 
ojibway nation was the most pow­ 
erful 
tribe 
of 
Indians

America. The Ojibwayt ruled the for­ 
ests

central Wisconsin 
and j 
southern Michigan northward to the 
Hudson bay; front the western plains 
eastw ard to beyond Georgian bay. 
For several centuries the Ojibwayt 
hurled the Sioux back when they In­ 
vaded them from the west and many j 
were the wars they carried on against 
the 
tierce 
Iroquois who 
inhabited 
Pennsylvania and New York and con­ 
trolled the land around Lakes E rlt 
and Ontario, and a narrow strip each 
tide of the St. Lawrence river to Its 
mouth. 
The Ojibwayt, too, were probably 
the most numerous nation ever de­ 
veloped among the Indians of North 
America. Their language wus Algon­ 
quin. 
Algonquin was spoken, In Its 
dialects, by the New England Indians 
and by Indian tribes living as far 
south as the Carolines and Kentucky. 
The Iroquois were entirely surround­ 
ed by tribes that spoke some form of 
Algonquin. The Illinois tribes and the 
Pottawatom les were of Algonquin ex­ 
traction. The Ojibwayt, often called 
the Chippeways. a corruption of the 
word Ojibway, were by far the strong­ 
est and most powerful division of the 
Algonquin family. 
Kali-Ge-Ga-Gah-Bowh, s 
chief 
of 
th e Ojibway nation, who had studied 
In the white man’s schools, sot oat to 
compile s traditional history of the 
OJibwuys more than eighty years ago. 
It was printed In 1850. You will hard­ 
ly recognize ICah-Ge-Ga-Gah-Bowh as 
the author, for the libraries list the j 
book as written by George Copway. 
T hat was his “white man's name.** 
In fact he was Rev. George Cop­ 
way, lecturer, w riter and world-trav- 
eler. 
He visited 
many nations of 
Euro]>e, was favored highly as an 
•fter-dlnner 
speaker, 
wrote 
trav­ 
elogues and was quite a fellow. Much 
of his time he spent trying to con­ 
vert 
his 
semi-savage 
brothers 
to 
Christianity. 
If you will read his books, and other 
book* written by men who knew tin* 
American Indians, you will find your 
picture of them changing. 
For one 
tiling the Indian was not always on 
the warpath. 
His wars, fierce and 
cruel while they lasted, were often 
the result of long-continued wrongs. 
His pent-up wrath boiled over. 
You will realize that the Indian 
worked hard. He fished and trapped 
and hunted that his fumily might 
exist. lie would spend many mouths 
getting packs of furs together to trade 
with the white men on the frontiers. 
L o o k carefully at your uiup of Can­ 
ada. 
You will find that the Ottawa 
river tlows into the St. Lawrence near 
Montreal. It comes, an almost straight 
road, from uenr the headwaters of 
Lake Huron. 
As early as 1634, the 
Ojlbways were using the Ottawa riv­ 
e r as a highway to Montreal to trade 
furs for knives, guns, cloth, beads, 
whisky and other things they wanted. 
Down the Ottawa they came. In 
happy parties, their canoes ladeu with 
the year’s catch. Rack up the Ottawa 
they would go, trium phantly return­ 
ing with the goods they had bought 
with their furs. But there were, even 
then, a type of man who would cor­ 
responded with oor pay roll bandits' 
of today. 
Parties of Iroquois would now and 
then lie in wait and murder and loot 
the Ojlbways. They were robbers, out 
for spoil. And every time a trading 
party of Ojlbways was waylaid and 
murdered, the Ojlbways would grow 
angrier. 
Protests were In vain. Threats of 
w ar now uud then caused the holdups 
to stop temporarily. Finally the OJIb- 
ways declared war. 
They 
enlisted 
neighboring tribes, Algonquin broth­ 
e rs; the Pottawatomles, the Illinl. 
They 
struck 
terribly 
and 
swift. 
Whole villages of Iroquois \vt*re wiped 
out. The Iroquole were driven out of 
that entire triangle of laud between 
Lake Huron and Lakes Erie and On- 1 
tnrio. The OJibwuys slew their ene­ 
mies to the lust man, woman and child 
where they found them. 
For a hundred 
years 
after 
that 
there wus a place In Cunadu, not far | 
from the borders of Georgian bay, 
which the Ojlbways knew 
as "the I 
Place of Iroquois Bones.” 
A whola 
Iroquois city was surrounded thera. 
The annihilation was complete. 
For 
a century, the bones 
bleached 
tin- 
hurled. 
The Ojlbways believed that 
the spirits of the Iroquois came back 
to their bones at night to mourn. If 
they ventured near, they said, they 
could bear dismal watting. 
So they 
stayed away and the bones reposed 
to solitude.
